prices  paid  for  American  "barreled  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction 
Wednesday,  ■  December  17,  were  on  the  whole  lorvsv  tl'an  last  v/eeh,  '.vith  the 
exception  of  Virginia  Yorks  and  Massachusetts  Baldwins,  which  made  about 
the  sam.e  prices  as  last  weeh,  according  to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Motz, 
Emit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service,  of  the  Departm.enl  of 
Agriciilture:.    Boxed  Winesaps  m.ade  about  the  same  prices  as  last  week  with 
Newtowns  se^.ling  a  little  below  last  week's  levels.     In  the  aggregate, 
supplies  of  barreled  apples  were . moderate  but  of  the  individual  varieties 
only  Virginia  Yorks,  .lIew  York  Rhode  Island  Greenings  and. Massachusetts 
Baldwins  were  in  m.odera.tc  supply.     The  remainder  of  the  barreled  varieties 
were  in  light  supply.     Inquiry  was  slower  than  last  week.    Buyers  were 
mainly  interested  in  highly  colored  fruit.     The  m^.rket.ras  weaker  f'^r  the 
light  basket  stocks.     Owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  prices  a  large  percentage 
of  the  boxed'  offerings  were  withdrawn  from  the  auction.    Prices  paid  for 
Washington  Winesaps  were ^ similar  to  last  week  but  Oregon  ^ewtowns  were 
lower.  ..  ' 

Pear  prices  were  generally  lower  at  both  Liverpool  and  London  than 
last  week.     Supplies  were  liberal  in  both  markets.    Dem^.nd  was  slower  than 
last. week.    At  Liverpool  some  over  ripe  parcels  were  in  evidence.  Consider- 
able quantities  of  pears  were  .v/ithdrawn  from,  the  London  m.arket  until  next 
week.    A  large  share  of  the  Oregon  Boscs  offered  at  Lo.ndon  were  in  poor 
condition  and 'were  sold  at  $0.79  to  $1.22  per  box. 

London  apple  prices  were  on  slightly  lov/er  levels  than  last  weel- 
and  som.ewhat  below  the  prices  ruling  at  Liverpool.     Supplies  -'f  Am.erican 
apples  7/ere  moderate.     Inquiry  fop  barrels  was  slower  than  la.st.week.  De- 
m.ond  was  dull  for  high  grade  boxed  apples.    As  at  Liverpool,  the  tra.dc  was 
interested  in  highly  colored  fruit  aJtiOng  the  barreled  offerings.  Many 
boxed  apple  lots  were  withdra.wn  from,  the  auction  to  be  sold  next  week. 

Mr.  Motz  reports  tha.t  the  tone  of  the  market  at  present  is  disap- 
pointing, which  m^a.y  be  due  to  the  low  Britiah  purchasing  power.  Som.e 
American  apples  are  being  reshipped  from:  the  Continent  to  the  United  IJingdom. 
The  continental  demiand  for  American  pe-^rs  is  easing  up,  a.ccord.ing  to  Mr. 
Motz.     Spanish  orange  shipm.ents  show  considerable  decline.    The  political 
situation  in  Spain  is  interfering  seriously  with  the  packing  of  oranges 
for  export.     Shipping  possibilities  a.re  regarded  a.s  uncertain.  South 
African  peaches  .^re  now  arriving  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  selling  at  low 
prices.
